PUBLIC HEARING REQUESTED FOR THOSE IMPACTED BY 
SEVERE DISPROPORTIONATE UNEMPLOYMENT RATES 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 
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WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners has demonstrated its commitment to understanding and 
supporting programs for Cook County constituents to become self-sufficient, law-abiding, tax-paying 
citizens; and 

WHEREAS, current statistics reflect a severe and highly disproportionate number of unemployed 
African-American males between the ages of seventeen (17) and thirty-five (35), many of whom have lost 
hope in ever finding gainful employment; and 

WHEREAS, drug trafficking and other underworld activities often arise as major “employment*’ 
alternatives to fill the occupational void in depressed communities; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of Cook County to prevent destructive acts that often occur when 
large population groups feel disenfranchised, trapped and ignored.

FY 2003 ACTUARIAL REPORT

Re: FY 2003 Actuarial Report 

As part of the County’s external audit, the Bureau of Finance has received the final Actuarial Report from 
PriceWaterhouseCoopers for the worker’s compensation and self-insured liabilities for the fiscal year 
ended November 30. 2003. The report estimates that the County’s total liabilities were $402.7 million, 
which represents a reduction in estimated losses of $46.6 million from FY 2002. The change in loss 
estimate between FY 2003 and FY 2002 breaks down as follows:

Further, based upon their analysis, the County should expect to pay out $51.8 million in loss payments in 
FY 2005. This amount has been included in the FY 2005 budget. 


Also, for your information. I have submitted schedules showing the comparison of projected loss 
payments versus actual loss payments for FY 2003 - FY 1999. As you can see, we have been fairly 
accurate in the estimates of projected versus actual losses.

IT IS HEREBY DECLARED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois, that the basic 
statutory vehicular speed limits established by Section 11-601 of the Illinois Vehicle Code are greater, or 
less, than that considered reasonable and proper on the road listed below for which the County has 
maintenance responsibility and which is not under the jurisdiction of the Department of Transportation, 
State of Illinois; and 

BE IT FURTHER DECLARED, that this Board has caused to be made an engineering and traffic 
investigation upon the road listed below; and 

BE IT FURTHER DECLARED, that by virtue of Section 11-604 of the above Code, this Board

Such fees shall be in addition to all other fees and charges of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, and assessable as costs, and shall be remitted by the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County monthly to the Cook County Treasurer, and retained by the Treasurer in a 
special fund designated as the County Law Library Fund. Disbursements from such funds 
shall be by the Cook County Treasurer, on order of the County Board. The President of the 
County Board, with the advice and consent of the County Board, may appoint a Library 
Committee of not less than 9 members, who, by majority vote, may recommend to the 
County Board as to disbursements of such fund and the operation of such library. Such 
orders shall be pre-audited and such funds shall be audited by the Cook County Auditor, and 
reports thereof rendered to the County Board.

Your Committee on Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County met pursuant to notice on Tuesday. October 19. 2004 at the hour of 2:00 P.M. in the Board Room, 
Room 569. County Building, 118 North Clark Street. Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

1. An executive summary; 

2. A summary of each Code Chapter; 

3. A Table of Contents; and 

4. A draft of the proposed Chapter I, General Provisions 

Representatives from the Bureau of Administration and the State’s Attorney Office presented an update 
on the status of the Codification Project of the County Code of Ordinances. 
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Chairman Suftredin stated that Municipal Code Corporation is not interested in changing the Code but in 
putting into a manageable form. 

Helen Haynes. Assistant State's Attorney, Civil Actions Bureau, State's Attorney Office, stated that 
codifying the Code will be useful for legislative efforts. The County has contracted with Municipal Code 
Corporation, and they have provided the Table of Contents, and a draft of Chapter One to define 
definitions and rules for interpretation of ordinances. The Executive Summary explains the various 
departments affiliated with the Codification Project. Jack Weinrauch, Liquor Commissioner, James 
Eldridge, Chief Administrative Officer. Jerry Prey, Industrial Engineer. Bennie Martin, Executive Law 
Librarian, Karen Griffin. Executive Assistant to the CIO. Hollis Hanover. General Counsel. Chainnan 
Suffredin's Office, and Joy Wykowski, Clerk of the Board, have been essential in the project; 
additionally, several attorneys with the State's Attorney's Office worked under the tutelage of Elizabeth 
Reedy. Division Chief for Transactions, Municipal Litigation and Real Estate Taxation Division, Stale’s 
Attorney’s Office, to reviewed chapters of the Code. Ms. Haynes staled that Chairman Suffredin 
proposed not to make major changes. The goal is not to be a legislator. There is use of gender neutral 
terminology, changes in titles and numbering of ordinances. For further information please refer to the 
backup pertaining to the Codification Project. 

Chairman Suffredin asked James Eldridge. Chief Administrative Officer, to give a summary regarding 
what the President’s Office has been planning. 

Mr. Eldridge stated the following: This project has been a need of the County's for a significant amount 
of time and was made a priority by President Stroger. As directed through the amendment in the 1999 
budget, the industrial engineers prepared a Legislative Reference Bureau Study in which the primary 
recommendation was to codify the County Ordinance prior to establishing a Legislative Reference 
Bureau. Codifying the County code is a task this group was directed to accomplish. He emphasized the 
task was herculean. This group worked together for over a year-and-a-half on this project and put in 
hundreds of hours. This project w'ould not have moved forward without the tremendous efforts and 
resources put forth by the State's Attorney Office and by other County staff members previously 
mentioned. 

Ms. Haynes described that there were outdated statutory references in the ordinances. They updated 
statutory citations in the ordinances. They did not revise the ordinances substantively but just brought 
them up to date. 

Commissioner Murphy staled that she would like to make a recommendation to add “cruelty to animals" 
to Animal Control, Chapter Ten. 

Ms. Haynes responded in the affirmative and stated that she would have to check the chapter to ascertain 
if there are any references to it. The team could assist Commissioner Murphy in drafting an ordinance 
and be making it a part of the codification. 

Vice Chainnan Silvestri stated the following: It was his understanding that this project codifies what the 
County currently has. He agreed with Commissioner Murphy that the County needs such an ordinance. 
He also agreed that the County needs a new building ordinance and that this is a separate issue. 
Regarding this contract, if the County asks them to do beyond what is in the contract it would cost 
additional money. The building ordinance should go to the Zoning and Building Committee. It is not 
that the animal ordinance is going to confuse the issue but rather that if the County adds too much it will 
possibly turn into a never-ending process, given 17 Commissioners' input. 
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Chairman Suffredin stated that the current law of the County is being ascertained. The problem lies in not 
knowing and going to many sources to find such information. The goal is to provide all the 
Commissioners with the work that the MCC has compiled. From there the Commissioners can uncover 
gaps in the law and introduce new ordinances into codification instead of relegating the ordinances to 
supplemental editions. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that her question was not in reference to the new ordinance but was a 
statutory reference in the Agricultural Code. 

Commissioner Sims asked whether the County is mirroring the City’s Building Code, and whether there 
are provisions for the County to change the Code to fit its needs. 

Ms. Haynes responded that updated provisions will be adopted. The Ordinances should be geared 
towards the County's requirements rather than the City’s, even if it provides an excellent framework for 
legislating. 

Ms. Haynes stated she can craft exactly what she wants for the County. The County's Building 
Ordinance applies to unincorporated Cook County. The County can adopt whatever Building Code it 
desires as long as the Commissioners deem it appropriate for the citizens. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the County Ordinance has to have language that is appropriate for its use 
so that the County can control revisions. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested that the term “Animal Control” be retained because that is the primary 
concern. In reference to chapter 34. page 204, he suggested that “Revenue and Taxation” be broken into 
two parts to include “Finance.” He stated that he would like hard copies of this document in addition to 
the disk. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that hard copies and internet copies will be available. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked whether governments sometimes adopt by reference and include language 
that the County may be stuck with if it adopts the Chicago's Electrical Code as amended. 

Ms. Haynes responded that the Electrical Code is part and parcel of the Building Code. The County 
adopted the Chicago Electrical Code. The Cook County Electrical Code is the same as the City of 
Chicago's. Roger Merriam, Municipal Code Corporation, who is also an attorney, is an extremely 
knowledgeable person who deals with codification-municipal and county-and deals with this on a national 
level. He recommended elimination of any references that might represent an adoption into the future. 

Ms. Haynes stated that she, along with others, was trying to get to the root of the County's Building Code 
and where it came from because the recommendation is that the existing Building Code remains with 
some revisions. The City of Chicago adopted a version of the National Electrical Code which is put forth 
by the National Fire Protection Association. She stated that the recommendation from the Building 
Department is that the County adopt a recent version of the National Electrical Code and make revisions 
to that Code based upon the County's requirements and submit their revisions as a proposal to the 
Commissioners for consideration. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked if the Code will include dates of adoption. 

Ms. Haynes stated that historical notes will be retained. 
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Mr. Martin stated that historically the date of adoption has appeared in the ordinance. The documents will 
have dates, but no legislative history in the sense that it exists in some other statutes. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked if the document will be produced in loose-leaf form. Chairman Suffredin 
commented that this document should be available in an electronic version of the ordinance; additionally 
the codes are usually published in loose-leaf form. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that the “Section on Vegetation: in Chapter 82 specifically addresses the 
eradication of Dutch Elm disease. She inquired whether that could be broadened to include any other 
dangerous or invasive species of vegetation. 

Ms. Flaynes responded in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Sims asked if the County will be eliminating or substituting ordinances and will these 
ordinances no longer apply. 

Chairman Suffredin noted that the County won't be substituting unless the County passes something new. 
There will be working sessions to examine items that are to be stricken. 

Commissioner Gorman asked when this project will be up and running. 

Ms. Haynes stated that the MCC will return to the group a set of proofs in marked and unmarked formats 
to ensure that changes have been made as recommended. She anticipated that this process W'ould take 
about six weeks. From there the process will be in the Board's hands. The MCC can revise very quickly. 
Within the next 2-3 months the proofs will be released. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether the amount appropriated for this compilation process is adequate 
and whether they are on budget or are seeking additional money. He asked whether there is any 
indication as far as the cost is concerned. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that $75,000 was appropriated and that they are on budget. 

Commissioner Murphy moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Sims. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE 
COOK COUNTY ANIMAL AND RABIES CONTROL ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government as defined in Article Vll, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, and as such may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, through the Animal Control Act, 510 ILCS 5/1 et seq.. the General Assembly has directed 
that the County Board appoint an Administrator whose duty it shall be, "through education, rabies 
inoculation, stray control, impoundment, quarantine, and any other means necessary, to control and 
prevent the spread of rabies in his county” (510 ILCS 5/5); and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly has specifically authorized the County to enact an ordinance 
establishing a fee for each dog inoculated against rabies (510 ILCS 5/8); and 

WHEREAS, on January 3, 1977, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County adopted the "Cook 
County Animal and Rabies Control Ordinance” and seven accompanying administrative regulations and 
last amended this ordinance on January 22, 2004; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners desires to update the Animal Control Ordinance so that it is in 
conformity with subsequent changes in law and practice. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County that the 
“Cook County Animal and Rabies Control Ordinance” shall be amended as follows: 

SECTION 1: 


Definitions 

20-2. As used in this Ordinance the following words are defined: 

A. Administrator means the licensed veterinarian appointed by the Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County, pursuant to the Illinois Animal Control Act or his authorized representative. 

B. Animal means any live vertebrate creature except man. 

C. Animal capable of transmitting rabies means all animals classified as mammals. 

D. Animal control warden means an employee of Cook County appointed by the 

Administrator to exercise police powers in the enforcement of this Ordinance. 

E. Bird means any flying vertebrate that is covered with feathers. 

F. Bite means seizure of a person with the jaws or teeth of any cat, dog or other animal 

capable of transmitting rabies so that the person so seized has been wounded or pierced and further 
includes contact of the saliva of such cat, dog or other animal with any break or abrasion of the skin. 

G. Cat means all members of the classification, Felis catus. 

H. Confined means the restriction of the cat, dog or other animal at all times by the owner in 
a manner that will isolate the cat, dog or other animal from the public and other cats, dogs or other 
animals. 


I. Control means any owned animal that is either secured by a leash or lead, e r - und e r voic e 
control or within the premises of its owner, or confined within a crate or cage, or confined within a 
vehicle, or en within the premises of another person with the consent of that person. 

J. Dangerous or vicious animal means any animal which has known vicious propensities or 
which has been known to attack or injure any person who was peacefully conducting himself in any place 
where he may lawfully be. 

K. Dog means all members of the classification. Canis familiaris. 

L. Domestic animal means any animal which has been domesticated by man so as to live 
and breed in a tame condition. 

M. Guard dog means a dog used in a commercial business or by a municipal or police 
department for the purposes of patrol and protection. 
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N. Guid e deg m e ans a dog train e d by a r e cogniz e d organization to l e ad th e l e gally blind 
Service animal means any guide dog, signal dog, or other animal individually trained to do work or 
perform tasks for the benefit of an individual with a disability, including, but not limited to. guiding 
individuals with impaired vision, alerting individuals with impaired hearing to intruders or sounds, 
providing minimal protection or rescue work, pulling a wheelchair, or fetching dropped items. 

O. Inoculation against rabies means the injection of a rabies vaccine approved by the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture and administered by a licensed veterinarian in accordance with the company's 
recommendations for the vaccine used. 

P. Owner means any person having the right of property in an animal, who keeps or harbors 
an animal, who has it in his care, acts as its custodian or who knowingly permits an animal to remain on 
or about any premises occupied by him unless possession is prohibited by Federal or State Laws. Native 
wildlife remaining on or about any premises shall not be included in this definition. 

Q. Person means any individual, firm, corporation, partnership, society, association or other 
legal entity, any public or private institution, municipal corporation, unit of local government or any other 
business unit. 

R. Pound means any facility licensed by the Illinois Department of Agriculture and 
approved by the Administrator for the purpose of enforcing this Ordinance and used as a shelter for 
seized, stray, homeless, abandoned or unwanted animals. 

S. Stray animal means any owned animal that is not controlled.

SECTION 2: 


Animal Care 

20-3. A. No owner shall fail to provide his animals with sufficient wholesome food and water, proper 
shelter and protection from the weather, veterinary care when needed to prevent suffering, and with 
humane care and treatment. 

B. No person shall beat, torment, overload, overwork or otherwise abuse an animal. 

C. No person shall own, keep, harbor, or otherwise maintain within the County, any breeds 

of fowl that are or will be used in the pursuit of and staging of cockfighting on any premises. 

D. No person shall promote stage, hold, manage, conduct, or carry on any animal fight or 

any other type of contest, game, or fight of a similar nature, nor any simulated version of same that 

involves baiting or inciting an animal toward intent to fight. 

E. No person shall hold a greased pig contest. 

F. No person shall be permitted to keep animals in violation of the "Illinois Humane Care 
for Animal Act (510 ILCS 70/1 et seq.) or the "Illinois Animal Welfare Act" (225 ILCS 605/1 et seq.). 

G. No owner may abandon any animal where it may become a public charge or may suffer 
injury, hunger or exposure. 
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H. No person shall keep any animal within a building or upon any premises without food, 
water, or proper care and attention for a period of time sufficient to cause undue discomfort or suffering. 
If the owner cannot be located after reasonable search, or if the owner shall be known to be absent due to 
injury, illness, incarceration or other involuntary circumstances, it shall be the duty of the Administrator 
or a Humane Investigator to act upon the complaint as directed by the "Illinois Humane Care for Animals 
Act". 


I. No person shall give away or use any live animal as a prize for or as an inducement to 
enter any contest, game, or other competition or as an inducement to enter a place of amusement or offer 
such animal as an incentive to enter any business agreement whereby the offer was for the purpose of 
attracting trade. 

J. No person shall bring or cause to have brought into the County, sell, offer for sale, barter 
or display living baby chicks, ducklings or other fowl or rabbits which have been dyed, colored or 
otherwise treated so as to impart to them an artificial color, or give away as pets or sell, offer for sale, 
barter or give away at no cost or as novelties or prizes. Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prohibit legitimate commerce in poultry for agricultural or food purposes. 

K. No person may knowingly poison or cause to be poisoned any domesticated animal. The 
only exception will be written permit from the Illinois Department of Agriculture for the purpose of 
controlling diseases transmissible to humans or other animals and only when all other methods and means 
have been exhausted. Such a permit shall name a person or persons conducting the poisoning, specify the 
products to be used, give the boundaries of the area involved and specify the precautionary measures to be 
employed to insure the safety of humans and other animals. Any drugs used for euthanasia shall be by or 
under the direction of a licensed veterinarian. 

L. No person shall kill or wound, attempt to kill or wound, or take the nest or eggs or young 
of any bird that is protected by Federal or State Law. Birds that are regulated by the Illinois Department 
of Conservation are excluded from this restriction during the period of regulation. 

M. No person shall keep or permit to be kept or display for exhibition purposes any wild 
animal contrary to Federal. Slate and Local laws or regulations. 

N. No person shall permit at any time his animal to: 

1. Run uncontrolled; 

2. Molest persons or vehicles by chasing, barking or biting: 

3. Attack other animals: 

4. Damage property other than the owner's; or 

5. Bark, whine, howl or make excess noises so as to cause a nuisance. 

O. No person shall allow animal feces to accumulate in any yard, pen or premises in or upon 
which an animal shall be confined or kept so that it becomes offensive to those residing in the vicinity or 
a health hazard to the residing animal. 

P. No person shall fail to remove feces deposited by his animal, except gu i d e- de gs service 
animals, upon the public ways or within the public places of the County or upon the premises of any 
person other than the owner without that person’s consent.

Q. No person shall leave any animal unattended in a motor vehicle or enclosed trailer when 
the outside temperature shall exceed 30 degrees Celsius (86 degrees Fahrenheit) or contain any animal in 
such manner that said animal does not have proper air circulation while confined in a motor vehicle, 
trailer, kennel, dog house, or any type of container or structure in which an animal may be confined. 

R. No person shall own any animal which is known to be infected with any disease 
transmissible to other animals or man, including severe parasitism, unless such animal shall be confined 
in such a manner as not to expose other animals or man. 

S. Any animal which is on any public way or public place and which appears to be injured 
or severely diseased and for which care is not being provided on the scene by the owner or any injured or 
severely diseased animal that has strayed onto private premises shall be removed, if possible, to the care 
of the Cook County Department of Animal and Rabies Control, to the nearest humane society, to the 
nearest municipal pound, or to the nearest veterinarian or veterinary hospital willing to accept same 
without guarantee of payment. If immediate removal shall not appear practical or possible or if the 
removed animal is in critical condition such animal may be deprived of life by the most humane method 
available on the scene unless the owner shall come forward beforehand and assume responsibility for 
immediate removal and care. 

T. Any person who, as the operator of a motor vehicle, strikes an animal shall stop at once 
and render such assistance as may be possible; or shall immediately report such injury to the animal 
owner, if known; or the appropriate law enforcement agency; or to the local humane society. 

U. Any person having a dead animal within his possession or control or upon any premises 
owned or occupied by such person without the proper permit shall dispose of the dead animal in 
compliance with the Illinois Dead Animal Disposal Act (225 ILCS 610/1 et seq.). 

V. Every person in possession or control of any stable or place open for public use where 
any animals are kept, shall maintain the stable or place at all times in a clean, sanitary condition and 
conform to Illinois fire prevention regulations. 

SECTION 3: 

Rabies Vaccination 

20.4. A. Every owner, except animal shelters, animal impounding facilities, and laboratory animal 
facilities, of an animal four months or more of age shall cause such animal to be inoculated with rabies 
vaccine by a licensed veterinarian at such intervals as approved by the Illinois Department of Agriculture. 
The rabies vaccine shall be licensed by the United Stales Department of Agriculture and approved by the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture. 

B. Evidence of such rabies inoculation shall be entered on a certificate approved by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. Veterinarians who inoculate an animal shall procure from the 
Cook County Department of Animal and Rabies Control serially numbered tags, one to be issued with 
each inoculation certificate. Only one animal shall be included on each certificate. Upon change of 
ownership application shall be made for a new inoculation certificate. Such tags shall be attached to the 
collar or harness worn by the animal for which the tag was issued when the animal is off the property of 
the owner. The cost of the tags shall be $4 ^ for a one-year tag and $+5 $18 for a three-year tag. The 
tag fees shall be paid to the Department and transferred to the County Treasurer on the last day of each 
month. 
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SECTION 4: 


Stray Animals 

20.7. A. Whenever an Animal Control Warden observes or is informed that an animal is a stray or 
is roaming fr ee ly running at large and not under the control of the owner, the animal shall be immediately 
apprehended and impounded. Any person may apprehend a stray animal and inform the local police or 
the Administrator so that the stray animal can be impounded. Stray animals impounded by the 
Department of Animal and Rabies Control shall be kept at a location closest to the point at which the 
stray animal is apprehended. A minimum of two impoundment locations shall be used by the 
Department, one optimally convenient to that portion of Cook County outside the City of Chicago lying 
north of the Eisenhower Expressway and one optimally convenient to that portion of Cook County 
outside the City of Chicago lying south of the Eisenhower Expressway. 

B. All stray animals impounded shall have a record. The record shall include the owner's 
name, address and telephone number, if known; species or breed, color, sex, and physical condition of the 
animal: license or tag number, if known; and the time and date impounded. 

C. When owners of stray animals impounded are known, notice shall be given by mail to the 
last known address. Stray animals shall be held not less than seven days, if the owner is known. All 
unclaimed apprehended animals shall be placed for adoption, humanely euthanized or otherwise disposed 
of in accordance with the Illinois State Law. 

D. The stray animal owner is responsible for all costs relating to the apprehension and 
impoundment of the animal found not under control. 

SECTION 5: 


Restrictions on Controlled Animals 

20-8. A. Animals shall not be permitted to enter any place where food is processed for human 
consumption. Guid e dogs Service animals and guard dogs used in food establishments are exempt from 
this restriction. 

B. Animals, except guid e dogs service animals , shall not be present at or upon any school 
premises, public playground or public swimming pool unless official written permission has been granted 
by the public agency or its agent owning the property. At no time shall animals be permitted in any sand 
box or sand piles in which children play. 

SECTION 6: 


Administrator Authority - Dog Parks or Areas 

20-15. No person including a municipal corporation, forest preserve district or park district shall 

designate within the Countv any outdoor area, even if fenced, as an area where dogs may run off leash 

unless such person, municipal corporation, forest preserve district or park district complies with such 

regulations as may be issued bv the Administrator for the operation of outdoor off leash areas. 
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Supervision by Department^Rules and Regulations 

20-4^16. The Administrator may issue regulations, consistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, for 
their administration and enforcement, and may prescribe forms which shall be used in connection 
therewith. 


Effect of invalid section, part of section, rule or regulation 

20-4417. The sections of this Ordinance are severable, and if any section herein or any portion thereof is 
held to be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other section or portion of section herein, or any 
rule or regulation. 


Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances 

20-4^18. Any portion of any other ordinance or resolution of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County, to the extent that such portion conflicts with the provisions of this Ordinance, is hereby repealed. 

Effective Date 

20-4419. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon its passage. 

SECTION 7: 

20-4920. The above amendments to this Ordinance shall be effective upon passag e December I, 2004 .

WHEREAS, the County Board in Ordinance 91-0-59 provided for a fee for photographing the mylars so 
that they could be made available to the public and commercial users interested in copying the mylars; 
and 

WHEREAS, the mylars are being replaced by an imaged set of Tax Maps, which contain exactly the 
same information previously available to commercial users in the form of the mylar transparencies; and 

WHEREAS, the imaged County Tax Maps are a “read-only” picture of the County Tax Maps in a digital 
format and do not represent the fully accessible Geographic Information System still under development 
by the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissions desires to establish fair and reasonable access to 
the complete set of Tax Maps in an imaged “read-only” digital format for commercial users who no 
longer will have access to the mylars; and 

WHEREAS, the County asserts copyright protection for the Imaged Cook County Tax Maps. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, as follows: 

Section 1. Definitions: The following terms used in this Ordinance shall have the meanings set forth 
below: 


a. “Imaged Cook Count)' Tax Maps”: means a “read-only” copy of an imaged set of the complete 
County Tax Maps as finalized by the County Clerk for a particular tax year and depicting the boundaries 
of all parcels for that year. 

b. “read-only”: means the product can be viewed but not changed or altered.

c. “commercial user" means any person seeking County real estate tax maps for the purpose of 
furthering a commercial enterprise. 

Section 2. The Imaged Cook County Tax Maps shall be made available at the Base fee of $30,000.00 for 
each set for the particular tax year available at the time of the request, payable in advance by cash, money 
order or certified or cashier’s check made payable to the Clerk of Cook County. 

Section 3. The Office of the Cook County Clerk may provide the imaged copy of the County Tax Maps 
in any commonly accepted digital format and medium, as selected by the County Clerk. 

Section 4. The Cook County Clerk shall include language in any Imaged Cook County Tax Map 
application whereby the applicant agrees that the Tax Maps are subject to the County copyright and that 
re-sale, transfer, copying and/or use by other than the applicant is prohibited and subject to penalties 
provided by law. 

Section 5. Notwithstanding the prohibitions stated in Section 4, an applicant may apply for and the 
County Clerk may issue a non-exclusive license allowing the applicant to re-sell, transfer, copy and 
otherwise use the Imaged Cook County Tax Maps. An Additional license fee Is imposed in the amount of 
five (5%) percent of the gross receipts received by the applicant from any such re-sale, copy, transfer or 
other use of the Imaged Cook County Tax Maps. An applicant who paid the Base fee shall be entitled to a 
maximum credit of $20,000.00 against any liability for the Additional fee. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the County Clerk to collect and receive for the County’s general fund 
the license fees imposed by this Ordinance. The County Clerk shall adopt, promulgate and enforce rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with this Ordinance relating to the administration and enforcement of the 
provisions of this Ordinance. Such rules and regulations shall be consistent with the provisions of this 
Ordinance designed to promote fairness. The Cook County Auditor is hereby authorized to examine the 
books, papers and records of any licensee during regular business hours in order to ascertain the license 
fee imposed by this Ordinance. 

Section 7. This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage by the Cook County Board of

b. “Tax Map page” means a single page of the real estate tax map books, that represents 80 
acres of land and shows the parcel boundaries and property index numbers as used for real estate taxation 
purposes. Tax Map pages may be laser printed or photocopied in 8 Vi x 11" or 11 "x 17" formats. 

Section 2. The following fees shall be charged: 

a. map of Cook County: shall be provided for a fee of $10.00 

b. Tax Map page: shall be provided for payment of a fee of $5.00 
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Section 3. The County Clerk shall inscribe on each map produced in-house a reference to the County 
copyright. 

Section 4. This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners.
